as recommended by the Senate Fin- 
ance committee will ralso the cost of 
a suit of clothes $4 to |5 Is not war- 
ranted by the factd. 
The proposed 


tariff Is, as a matter of fact, lower 
than the Emergency tariff now jn 
force and that has been for over a 
year. 


The proponed tariff levies a duty of 


33 cents per pound on scoured wool. 
The present tariff Jevle» a duty of 30 
cents per pound on wool la the .grease \ 
that is skirted, by which is meant | 
wool having the undesirable parts o f ' 
the fleece removed. 
The vast ma-1 


jorlty of all imported wools used for 
clothing purposes are skirted wools 
and come in under a duty of 30 cents. 
As the shrinkage In cleaning is about 
50 cents, these wools today pay a' 
duty of 60 cents clean as against 33 
cents under the proposed duty. 


There Is an average of 3J/4 yards of 


cloth in a suit of clothes. The aver- 
age weight is 12 to 14 ounces to the 
yard, with summer weights running j
